WASHINQTOK. Feb. IB iWI>— 
The senate, txating down all 
amendments, yesterday gave fi- 
nal congres-slonal approval to 
President Johnson's bill at>ollsh- 
Ing the "gold cover" on federal 
reserve bank deposits. 

The vote was 74 to 7. 

The measure now goes to the 
White House, clearing the way 
for freeing an eJtlmated ^.75 bil- 
lion dollars in gold to mftt for- 
eign demands Ior.jcdcmi3tlon of 
dollars. /

Saigon Seized, Coup Is 
Aimed at Buddhist Leader 

SAIGON, Feb. 19 (UPU — Rebel troops and marines led by Roman Catholic of- 
ficers seized control of Saigon today in a coup aimed at topplinif Buddhist Lieut, 
Gen. Nguyen Khanh, the South Vietnamese strongman. Khanh immediately chilled 
on loj'iil troops to launch a counter-coup. The political coiivui.sion — S^iijon's sev- 
enth since the overthrow of President Ngo Dinh Diem 16 months ago — had strong

Por example, a Salmon tract 
farmer would plant pasture and 
then it would bum up for a lack 
of water. Then, the following

versed. 

Jones and Fuller told the Ro- 
tarians that a good year, Irrl- 
gatlonwlse, would result In 
roughly 35,000 acres being plant 



ed. This would result In over 
3.5 million dollars gross for the 
tract. In IB61, a poor water year, 
the Salmon tract grossed roughly 
two million dollars and about IT 
000 -acres were planted. 

Supplemental water from 
Snalce river could result In ai 
average gross of 4:5 million dot 
lars. The two men said that this 
additional money,_jwhlch would 
be spent inalnly Twin Palls, 
could be developed Just four 
miles south of Twin Falls. 

Some 35,000 acres of land would 
be irrigated under a supplement 
al system with other land near 
MuttAUg h tOUllUig an aJJltluual 
thousand acres.

19— The Rupert 
city coimcll approved the 1965 
budget and set a. public hearing 
for the appropriation for March 
16, during a mtwllng Tuesday 
evening at the city office. 

The approved budget totals 
$608,200 with an $18,000 raise 
noted for the police department 
The police budget last year wiu 
tlHr.WO and this year Is estimated 

at $83,000. 

Mayor Wendell Johnson said 
the change resulted from tlie 
drop of the SO hour work week 
which resulted In the tiirlng of 
two additional patrolmen. 

Other proposed expenditures 
with only minor change from 
that of last year Include general 
timd for electrical department, 
$316jX)0: water plant operation,

fire department, $17,&00; and 
streets and »lleys, $69,000. 

Other budget Items Include 
garbage $32,000; sewer, $23,600;
